Presa) 
Troops to Strike /on e 
Herrin, 111., Ju n e 24—1Troops will he 
ordered into the Williamson County 
mine w ar district until V*om pl etion of 
an inventintion by a m ilitary com­ 
mittee sent here by Governor Small, 
it was indicated today. 
The m ilitary board today reviewed 
the scene of Wednesday** battle, in 
which 22 men were killed, and exam in­ 
ed witnesses, fearing the danger of 
another outbreak. 
The board, although finding every­ 
thing peaceful on the surface, will rec­ 
ommend. it is understood, that troops 
be ordered into the strike zone, and 
that they be kept on duty there until 
tile strike ends.

Half Billion, Cost of Strike 
W ashington, 
Ju n e 
24.—The 
mine 
strike, now nearing 
its 
thirteenth 
week, already has cost the country 
nearly a half billion dollars, accord­ 
ing to com pilation from government 
figures. 
Of this am ount the m iners have lost 
in wages approxim ately $2,000,000, tile 
loss to operators estimated to he at 
least $130,000,000, and the loss to the 
public th ro u g h decreased business to 
m erchants and others in mining cen­ 
ters, which is difficult to estimate, un­ 
doubtedly would bring tile total up to 
about that mark, officials say. 
Continued piling up of the losses in 
ioting and m assacres in the William­ 
son county fields have caused the gov­ 
ernm ent officials to make a desperate 
effort to bring about a conference in 
the nation-wide industrial dispute. 
It is feared here that if the strike 
ontlnues much longer with the sav­ 
ings 
of 
most 
miners 
almost 
ex­ 
hausted and some operators attem pt­ 
ing to operate with strike breakers, 
more disturbances such as in Illinois 
w’ill occur. 
The supply of reserve coal in the 
nation’s bin is also fast diminishing 
and within a few weeks the pinch of 
shortage will be felt throughout the 
country. 
Although the government is without 
legal m eans to end the strike, it is 
fast becoming apparent to the cabinet 
that it cannot delay much longer in 
applying to m iners and operators to 
settle their differences.

Many houses and gath­ 
erings known to be enemies of the 
governm ent were searched. 
efforts also were made to trace the 
automobile used by the slayer.

cabinet met today and immediately ad­ 
journed.

were weeping as they left the room. 


Dr. Rathenau talked freely, hut In­ 
sisted th at his words he not reported 
during his life time.
